.Makes For Stable W eather 
Last year the “equinoxes” of the 
moons heat occurred on February 17, 
1022, and August 21, 1022. 
At these 
times the moon’s heat was constant, 
and because it was vibrating in its 
plane, instead of across it, the weath­ 
er we had was more or less constant. 
The last 
“equinox” of the 
moon’s 
heat occurred on January lo, 1023. 
This was also a 
period of 
steady 
temperature. 
The positions of the moon 
that 
would correspond to our solstices 
in 
the seasons, or the longest and short­ 
est days in the year, happened last 
on May 14. 1022, and October 25, 1022. 
At thew times there was the great­ 
est possible fluctuation in our tem­ 
perature between new and full moon. 
The next such 
peak 
of 
maximum 
fluctuation will come on April 4. 
The position of the phases of the 
moon in the few weeks to come are: 
March, new on the 17th; April, full 
on the 1st and 30th, new on the 17th.

As Burgess crawled invaj, Big...lo­ 
ran in another direction to lead .im 
approaching Indians away from his 
wounded comrado.

he was surrounded by the savages ; nd 
they wounded him in the leg tis be tied 
into a deep ravin *. 
lh* wa-- nearing 
the fort when three Indians rose up 
before bim. 
(tnt* of them tired and 
the ranger fell, wounded for tile sec 
cmd time. 
With a wild yell tin* Iud;, us rushed 
ar him with uplifted tomahawks, but 
Higgins rose one** more aud shot one 
of them den*!. 
The other two then at 
tacked him with spears and 
toma­ 
hawks. 
Tom defended hitnsejf with 
his knife until he was knocked to tin* 
ground by a blow from a tomahawk 
which cut oft* one of his ears. 
Filmily the ranger tore a spear from 
the grasp cf oil** of the Indians aud 
thrust it through the bialy of the oth­ 
er. 
Ile was pulled t*> bis feet as Ila* 
savage fell. The surviving warrior re­ 
treated toward Ins rifle and Tom, un­ 
daunted by his wounds, staggered aft­ 
er him. 
The unequal combat had I eon 
s**en by the people iii the fort. hut they 
were afraid to come to his assistance 
until

brave woman, named Mrs. 
Parsley, cried net: 
**I will not se** 
such a brave man die!” 
She sprang upon a horse and started

Shamed by her ex­ 
ample, several men galloped sifter her.
